Washington, April 3.—The curtain, 
raiser to the big show which is to be 
the leading attraction in Washington 
lor an indefinite period beginning 
next Wednesday, was put on the 
boards Saturday. 


It was the caucus of the Demo- 


cratic members of the house of the 
Sixty-second congress, who, finding 
themselves in the majority for 
the 


first time in 16 years, had met to 
perfect arrangements for meeting the 
responsibility which will 
be thrust 


upon them. 


Harmony 
was 
the 
watchword 


throughout the entire proceeding, 
which lasted from 10 o'clock, when 
the caucus was called to order by 
Chairman Clayton of Alabama, until 
a late hour, when the business was 
wound up by the selection of a slate 
for house officers which will be pre- 
sented in the form of A resolution on 
Tuesday. 


E\ery action was unanimous. 
The purpose of the caucus 
was 


five-fold, namely: To prepare a. slate 
of house officers; to perfect an 
or- 


ganization by eliminating the pro- 
ceedings of the house; to accept the 
committee assignments made by the 
committee on committees, and lastly, 
to adopt a legislative 
program for 


the coming special session, which is 
to meet on April 4. 


This last was in reality the most 


important business of the caucus, al- 


I though the agreement to the program 
occupied less time than any of 
the 


other matters which 
were brought 


up and considered. These other mat- 
ters were largely pertaining to the 
government of the house under Dem- 
ocratic rule; the legislative program, 
is what the majority has mapped out 
as the business which It will transact 
during the coming months. 


This program was embodied in a 


resolution submitted 
by Chairman 


Underwood of the committee on ways 
and means, and provides that 
the 


Democratic members of the various 
committees shall be directed not to 
report during the first session of the 
Sixty-second congress unless hereaf- 
ter directed by the caucus, any leg- 
islation except in reference to 
the 


following matters: 


1. The election of United States 
senators by vote of the people.

I really don't suppose I'll ever see her again. 


"I don't say a man ain't a coward who'll run off and leave a woman 


with a child to provide for. He ain't got any right to be called a man. 
And hanging's too good for him. I'm offering no excuses for him. But 
I do say in the majority of these cases, the trouble begins because the 
Ctrl doesn't know how to keep house. 


"The man who marries wanta a home. He hasn't got beyond that 


yet. He may evolute out of At In time, but In this year of grace, the 
ordinary man who marries is a home-loving man—at the start anyway. 
And if he ceases to love his home, it's because the home hasn't come 
up to his expectations. 


"These young couples start out with the best In'e-ntlons, bnt Inten-

Like the Escorial the Alhambra stands 
on a high mountain shelf with snow- 
capped peaks behind it and an im- 
mense view of the plain below. And 
one of its most curious features at 
the moment seemed the tall natural 
forest and festooning vines that filled 
the ravines and hung upon its walls— 
so strangely spared in the general de- 
vastation. 
Well graded roads 
wind 


through this old forest to the top of 
the acclivity and enter the 
enclosure 


under ancient^ portals. The unfinished, 
never-roofed palace of Charles V is 
at once the most conspicuous ooje^t 
—planted vain-gloriously in front of 
the apartments of the Moorish so-/- 
ereisms and incorporated with their 
In fact the Alhambra is not an edi- 
fice with exterior architecture which 
the mind can carry away. It is a 
fortress whose vine-clad walls follow 
the irregular outline of a 
mountain 


promontory, with towers at intervals. 
The promontory is long and narrow, 
and so precipitous on one side that 
nothing but a lizard could ascend the 
cliff, and at this point there is no 
•wall. But generally speaking it is aa 
enclosure of perhaps twenty-five acres 
and within it the ruined citadel and 
quarters for a garrison, 
esplanades, 


grassy levels, ancient gardens, foun- 
tains, arcades, a chapel, a few modern 
buildings and the shell of the palace 
of Charles V. Then just where the 
mountain is most precipitous are the 
apartments of the Moorish kings with 
an exterior as blank as the interior is 
ornate. Neither apartments of state 
nor those of the king's household are 
of any great size but all overlook the 
valley for seventy miles and all at- 
test the talent for picturesqueness. for 
living and beautifying and command- 
ing which distinguished the Moors of 
that day and which still makes this 
stronghold a place of pilgrimage. Two 
small rivers tumble to a union at its 
base and the Moorish svs'em of ir^:_ 
sarion still lends fertility to the plain 
affording, with the Alhambra the rev- 
enue on which the present city lived. 


Shops with souvenirs

where and in a little one within the 
walls I bousht a copy of Irving's "Con- 
quest of Oranada.." and re-read it on 
its native heath. Ir was written in the 
Alhambra itself. Its pages bulge with 
grandeur but looking down upon the 
shrunken town and the rows of gyn- 
sey hovels burrowing in the hillside 
I found it more difficult than former- 
ly to see with the authors eyes the 
drama of the past.

Truth. 


Now we see more clearly that 


nnne of our creeds are without flaw. 
Xow we are willing—yea. glad, to 
take the Truth wherever we find it 
and to acknowledge the error, though 
It be our o-wn. The oneness of the 
Church requires that we should have 
this courage! 
The interests of the 


•world demand it! We have come here 
realizing that the time for covering 
errors, of which we are ashamed, is 
past: that the time for reverencing 
God and His Word has come. Who- 
ever thus approaches the subject can- 
not fail of a blessing from God. in 
harmony with the Master's prayer. 
"Sanctify tbem through Thy Truth: 
Thy Word is Truth" (John svil. 17). 


Are We Not Alt Christians? 


Our topic must be. What is the Gos- 


pel of which St. Paul was not asham- 
ed—"the faith once delivered unto the 
saints"—"one Lord, one Faith, one 
Baptism" (.lude 3: Kphesians iv, fft. 


The speaker showed that the Roman 


Catholic Church, in order to unite with 
others, would need to cut out of her 
creed everything not found in the Bible 
—prayers to saints, homage to pictures 
and images, the sacrifice of the mass, 
holy candles, holy -water. Purgatory, 
the Infallibility of the Pope and the 
general theory that the clergy alone 
are the Church and brethren of Christ, 
and the laity are merely the children 
of the Church. He acknowledged that 
so great a concession could scarcely be 
expected at once; that the study of the 
Bible must prepare Catholics to accept 
it as the only standard of the "faith 
once delivered to the saints." 


The Protestant Episcopal creed next 


had attention. 
Little that -was objec- 


tionable was found. One point alone 
could cause any hesitancy, he was sure 
—Apostolic Succession. He urged that 
no Scripture could be found sustaining 
this theory in clear terms. On the con- 
trary, he gave numerous citations in 
proof that the twelve Apostles only 
possessed plenary inspiration and were 
directly u-ider Divine control—St. Paul

The Westminster Confession, the

that a truth must underlie and per- 
vade them. But it will give none of 
u> any pain to repudiate entirely the 
peculiar definitions attached to these 
words by Brother Calvin. Surely we 
are all prepared to deny that a God 
of Justice. Wisdom. I.ove and Power 
foreordained and predestinated from 
before the foundation of the world 
that everybody but the "elect" should \ 
go to eternal torment!

He!) and Purgatory Must Go. 


rnitedly we must all acknowledge 


that we grossly misunderstood 
the 


Teaching of our Bible when we believ- 
ed and taught that our Almighty Cre- 
ator prepared a great h£ll. manned 
with fire-proof demons, with the fore- 
kuowJedge that all of our race would 
go thither except as a certain few 
would be specially rescued by the 
Savior, after His coming, when He was 
not sent for over four thousand years 
after the fall. 
Looking back to the 


"Dark Ages." we behold with horror 
tbe terrible effects of this blasphemous 
doctrine upon good men of that time, 
who thought they were copying the 
Divine spirit and methods wben they 
burned one another at the stake. 


As we have learned that Purgatory 


is not taught iu the Bible, so also we 
have (earned that this hell of our fore- 
fathers is unscripniral—that tbe Bible 
hell is the grave, the tomb, the state 
of death. This just penalty for sin is 
what the Bible everywhere teaches. 
We ROW know that the Hebrew word 
xi:ci;l of the Old Testament, and the 
«_:ret«k word butifx of the New Testa- 
ment refi"- 10 the ur'ice. the state of 
d«!fu. the r»nili: ar.U tl<at they are so 
translated more rimes than they are 
rc-ndered hell. 
We now know that in 


old English literature the word hell 
was so used as signifying a pit. a cov- 
ered place, a grave. The Pastor an- 
nounced that free pamphlets, discuss- 
ing the word hell and the parable of 
The Rich Man and Lazarus, etc., 
would be distributed by the ushers.

With our hearts and heads agreed to 


discard those features of our creeds 
not found in the Bible and. as far as 
possible, to harmonize what we do 
find therein, what is the result? Is it 
the Gospel of which St. Paul was not 
ashamed 'i The speaker submitted that 
it is.- and believes that all Christians 
could heartily unite and fellowship 
upon its broad basis. 


John Calvin and our 
forefathers 


were right in declaring that the Scrip- 
tures teach the "election"' of a. "little 
flock": but they were wrong in claim- 
ing that the great mass of humanity, 
the non-elect, are "passed by,'" routed 
for eternal torture. On the contrary 
they all go to the Bible hell, the grave. 
They are all unconscious there. The 
Divine promise guarantees the resur- 
rection of the dead, both the just and 
the unjust by One Who gave His life 
for their redemption—"Who died, the 
Just for the unjust" (I Peter iii. IS). 


In a word, merely the "called of 


God"' are being dealt with in the pres- 
ent time, although the remainder of 
mankind are having a "witness" and 
are learning lessons which will be 
valuable Jo them when their trial time 
shall come.
